The Legislature made its typical 
last minute mess of the school 
finance bill and this coupled with 
the Governor's “no-tax increase” 
pledge put most of the schools in 
the state in a bigger mess than they 
were before. 
Because of the teacher pay raises 
and other big spending provisions 
of the new law, it will cost the local 
school districts more money to 
operate this coming year but the 
state did not increase their share of 
the needed funds. The Governor 
and the Legislature were sue 
cessful in avoiding *m increase in 
state taxes but most of the school 
districts were not so lucky The 
burden is likely to get worse in the 
years ahead. 
The biggest need in any school 
finance measure by the state is a 
fair method of determining each 
d istrict’s 
fair 
share 
The 
Legislature talked about this a lot 
but did not do anything to solve the 
problem You still hear a lot of talk 
about fair m arket value and 
supposedly the state funds are 
being disbursed on this basis but no 
one seems to know how each 
district’s values were determined 
except possibly by guess

on the child by making him 
view it as a problem 
“Actually, ifs just one part 
of toilet training and a 
natural step in a child’s 
development. 
“However, it requires more 
parental help than other 
developmental 
processes— 
and lots of patience and 
understanding 
from 
the 
entire fru ity ,” 
Most parents just expect 
too much too soon. Mrs 
W’ilburn said 
“They forget that children 
aren’t little adults Parents 
should expect only what 
children can accomplish." 
In 
general, 
daytim e 
bladder 
control 
comes 
first—followed by control at 
night For most children, this 
happens by age three, she 
noted 
“We view bedwetting as a 
slight problem if a child 
doesnt 
accomplish 
this 
training by age three Even 
so, most children outgrow 
bedwetting by school age ’’ 
Physicians can diagnose 
and treat organically caused 
bedwetting In such cases—

However, for these to suc­ 
ceed. parents must be willing 
to work with the child rather 
than nag at him. 
"In addition, they can de­ 
emphasize. or at least help 
the child cope with. any 
emotional

companying bedwetting." 
Giving credit when credit’s 


due is one of the best things 
parents can do, Mrs. Wilburn 
pointed out. 
“A child likes to be praised 
as his efforts result in small 
triumphs. 
“As with any other effort, 
this shows he’s making 
progress and helps him 
continue toward eventual 
success.’’ 
She stressed the parental 
and family role in reassuring 
and supporting the child in 
his efforts 
"Of course, the opposite 
also can happen Criticism or 
punishment can undo any 
accomplishments a child has 
made 
Pressuring him for 
im m ediate or consistent 
dryness may only delay the 
process 


“Dryness results as the 
child grows and learns his 
parents’ expectations and his 
own capabilities,” the agent 
added.

repaired or torn down. The 
property owner has the right 
to appeal the decision of the 


Commission 
to the City 
Council, 
If the property owner fails 
to abide by the decision of th*1 
Commission in repairing or 
tearing down of the structure, 
the city will demolish the 
building and attach a lien to 
the property. Failure to 
comply 
with 
the

mission’s 
decision 
on

demolition or repair of the 
structure can 
subject the 
property owner to a fine up to 
$200 
The council also approved a 
two-year grassland lease on

The Legislature made its typical 
last minute mess of the school 
finance bill and this coupled with 
the Governor s “ no-tax increase" 
pledge put most of the schools in 
the state in a bigger mess than they 
were before. 
Because of the teacher pay raises 
and other big spending provisions 
of the new law, it will cost the local 
school districts more money to 
operate this coming year but the 
state did not increase their share of 
the needed funds. The Governor 
and the Legislature were suc­ 
cessful in avoiding 
increase in 
state taxes but most of the school 
districts were not so lucky. The 
burden is likely to get worse in the 
years ahead. 
The biggest need in any school 
finance m easure by the state is a 
fair method of determining each 
d is tric t’s

Legislature talked about this a lot 
but did not do anything to solve the 
problem. You still hear a lot of talk 
about fair m arket value and 
supposedly the state funds are 
being disbursed on this basis but no 
one seems to know how each 
district s values were determined 
except possibly by guess.

Bedwetting usually isn’t as 
serious as some parents 
think, Necy Wilburn, County 
Extension Agent contends 
The agent 
termed 
bed­ 
wetting 
“ simply 
in­ 
convenient—unless 
the 
family puts undue pressure 
on the child by making him 
view it as a problem 
“ Actually, it’s just one part 
of toilet training and a 
natural step in a child’s 
development 
However, it requires more 
parental help than other 
developmental 
processes— 
and lots of patience and 
understanding 
from 
the 
entire fruity.” 
Most parents just expect 
too much too soon. Mrs 
Wilburn said 
“ They forget that children 
aren’t little adults. Parents 
should expect only what 
children can accomplish “ 
In 
general, 
daytime 
bladder 
control 
comes 
first—followed by control at 
night For most children, this 
happens by age three, she 
noted 
“ We view bedwetting as a 
slight problem if a child 
doesn’t 
accomplish 
this 
training by age three Even 
so, most children outgrow 
bedwetting by school age ” 
Physicians can diagnose 
and treat organically caused 
bedwetting In such cases— 
although
